2.  Services  offered  on  a consul- 
ting basis,  such  as  those  who 
specialize  in  waste  manage- 
ment, the  production  of  fuels 
and/or  energy  from  waste  and 
other  areas  related  to  waste 
reuse. 

3.  Services  offered  by  transpor- 
tation companies  who  are 
equipped  to  haul  liquids  and 
other  special  wastes. 


The  letters  on  this  map  are  used  by  AWME  to  identify  the  geographic 
region  in  which  waste  materials  are  available  or  wanted.

Dear  Participant, 


This  issue  is  the  second  with  the  new  formatted  numbering  system.  This  heralds  the  complete 
conversion  to  the  new  computer  software  and  data  base  system.  It  is  constructed  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  be  able  to  accommodate  other  areas,  such  as  Saskatchewan,  in  the  Waste 
Exchange  at  some  future  date. 

There  are  some  long  awaited  new  initiatives  on  the  horizon.  One  in  particular  is  a new  facility 
being  set  up  to  collect  and  process  used  tires.  This  new  firm  will  be  processing  used  tires  to  a 
crumb  form  and  may  prove  to  be  able  to  process  most  of  the  tires  in  this  province  initially. 

The  Architectural  Clearinghouse  is  also  on  the  move.  They  are  moving  to  newer  quarters 
where  they  will  be  able  to  better  handle  the  materials  salvaged  from  demolition  projects.  As  you 
will  recall  this  organization  (non-profit)  attempts  to  salvage,  recover  and  then  market  materials 
from  demolition  projects,  thus  keeping  them  from  being  sent  to  landfill.  They  have  been 
successful  in  diverting  approximately  100  tons  per  month. 

Alberta  Environment  with  its  new  “Action  on  Waste”  programme  has  encouraged  the  AWME 
to  increase  its  direct  involvement  with  the  Municipal  governments  and  counties  in  waste 
management  and  recycling  issues.  Consequently,  we  are  embarking  on  a project  to  incorporate 
this  sector  into  the  waste  exchange  process.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  their  materials  are 
potentially  useable  to  all  they  will  be  incorporated  into  the  AWME  bulletin  using  a unique  code 
numbering  system. 

The  Federal  Government’s  “Green  Plan”  mentions  the  fact  that  they  wish  to  support  the  waste 
exchange  idea  across  Canada  but  we  haven’t  seen  anything  forthcoming.  At  a recent  meeting 
attended  by  the  managers  of  the  various  Canadian  waste  exchanges  it  was  proposed  that  if 
they  wished  to  see  this  service  survive  across  this  nation  then  rather  than  set  up  a new  large 
expensive  bureaucracy  they  could  set  aside  the  funds  from  which  the  interest  could  be  utilized 
by  all  of  the  Exchanges.  In  this  manner  the  current  and  new  Exchanges  may  be  able  to  do  their 
jobs  and  concentrate  on  waste  minimization  rather  than  waste  their  effort  on  funding  problems. 
The  interest  on  the  $5,000,000  proposed  could  keep  the  Waste  Exchanges  in  operation  for  a 
good  many  years.  Since  Exchanges  work  more  effectively  on  a regional  basis  it  is  expected  that 
the  regional  governments  would  contribute  to  the  individual  exchanges  to  some  extent  also. 

We  continue  to  see  new  enterprises  out  there  in  recycling  and  waste  minimization  that  are 
succeeding  in  their  endeavors.  It  is  the  innovative  ideas  for  the  use  of  the  wastes  that  are 
encouraging.  We  are  seeing  new  enterprises  who  have  identified  uses  for  old  wooden  pallets, 
waste  plastics,  waste  oil,  automobile  anti-freeze  and  many  more.  We  wish  them  success  in  their 
efforts.

What  is  the  Alberta  Waste 
Materials  Exchange? 

The  Alberta  Waste  Materials  Ex- 
change (AWME)  was  established  in 
1984  as  a project  of  the  Alberta 
Research  Council  with  funding  from 
Alberta  Environment.  It  operates  in 
conjunction  with  the  Canadian 
Waste  Materials  Exchange 
(CWME)  as  an  information 
clearinghouse  designed  to  put 
potential  users  of  waste  material  in 
contact  with  waste  producers.  A 
company  having  material  that  is 
unusable  at  their  facility  but  which 
still  has  potential  value  may  list  the 
material  with  the  Exchange. 
Information  submitted  is  published 
in  a quarterly  Bulletin  which  is 
mailed  to  subscribers  who  may  be 
able  to  recycle  or  reuse  the 
available  materials. 

How  to  use  this  Bulletin 

Listings  are  broken  down  into  three 
main  categories.  These  are  (1) 
wastes  available,  (2)  wastes 
wanted,  and  (3)  services  available, 
where  companies  specializing  in 
waste  management  and 
transportation  of  waste  materials 
can  describe  the  services  they  offer. 
Wastes  available  and  wanted  are 
classified  into  1 1 categories  as 
identified  on  the  cover  of  the 


Bulletin  and  on  Listing  Form  2. 

Each  category  appears  as  a major 
heading  in  the  Bulletin  for  easy 
recognition  of  materials  available 
and  wanted.  Within  these 
categories  each  entry  is  identified 
by  a code  number  to  provide 
confidentiality  for  the  company 
involved. 

How  to  enquire  about  a listing 

If  you  locate  a material  that  may  be 
of  use  to  you  (waste  available)  or 
have  a material  that  is  being 
requested  for  procurement  (waste 
wanted),  complete  Form  2 at  the 
back  of  the  Bulletin  and  mail  or  fax 
it  to  the  Exchange.  If  by  fax,  we 
can  send  the  information  on  the 
listing  by  return  fax  (if  not  a 
confidential  listing).  If  you  enquire 
by  mail,  we  will  forward  your 
enquiry  to  the  lister.  The  originator 
of  the  listing  will  then  contact  you 
directly  regarding  your  inquiry.  The 
Exchange  does  not  become 
involved  in  negotiations  or  in  the 
actual  transfer  of  wastes.

edge??  however,  lack  of  sufficient  financing  or  technical  expertise  can  prevent  this  potential  from 
being  realized. 

The  Joint  Research  Venture  Program  is  an  Alberta  Research  Council  initiative  designed 
to  help  bridge  this  gap.  By  sharing  its  resources  with  selected  industry  co-venturers,  the 
Research  Council  fulfils  its  mandate  to  stimulate  Alberta  industry.  At  the  same  time, 
participating  companies  have  a chance  to  share  the  costs  and  work  involved  in  taking 
their  innovative  and  marketable  technology  to  a commercial  stage. 

Under  the  program,  the  co-venture  company  and  the  Alberta  Research  Council  share 
equally  in  the  cost  and  work  involved  in  the  research  venture. 


Term  and  Projects  with  a per  year  cost  of  $20,000  to  $200,000  are  supported  by  the  “small”  Joint 
Size  Of  Research  Venture  (JRV-S).  The  Alberta  Research  Council  will  share  equally  in  the  cost  of 
selected  research  projects  up  to  a maximum  contribution  of  $100,000  per  year, 
projects  Large  projects  ($1 ,000,000  or  more)  normally  last  up  to  two  years  and  the  work  schedule 
is  designed  to  give  both  parties  an  opportunity  periodically  to  reconsider  their 
participation,  based  on  results  achieved  in  a particular  aspect  of  the  work. 
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How  to  apply  There  are  two  steps  in  the  application  process. 

Step  1 : Statement  of  objectives  and  qualifications 

The  company’s  initial  application  to  the  program  should  contain  the  following  information: 

• The  objectives  of  the  intended  project. 

• The  company’s  qualifications  to  conduct  the  work  and  successfully  market  the  resulting 
product  of  the  JRV. 

• A general  plan  for  research  and  development,  including  cost  and  time  estimates. 

• An  indication  of  the  technical  areas  requiring  Research  Council  participation. 

If  the  project  is  selected  for  further  consideration,  the  application  process  moves  to: 


Step  2:  Detailed  proposal  and  final  selection 

The  following  information  is  required  in  Step  2: 

• A detailed  work  plan  to  be  prepared  jointly  by  the  Research  Council  and  the  selected 
company. 

• An  outline  of  the  contributions  to  be  made  by  each  party.  (This  allows  the  participants  to 
evaluate  each  other’s  capabilities  and  to  develop  an  agreement  covering  their  working 
relationship  throughout  the  project.) 

• Relevant  financial  and  business  information  from  the  company. 

Before  asking  a company  to  complete  Step  2 of  the  application  process,  the  Research 
Council  will  make  an  effort  to  allocate  funds  for  its  portion  of  the  project.  This  ensures  the 
company  does  not  undertake  the  work  involved  in  preparing  a detailed  proposal  without  a 
potential  commitment. 


HOW  the  The  participants  are  responsible  for  paying  an  equal  share  of  the  project  costs,  as  well  as 
Venture  sharin9  equally  in  the  project  work. 

Each  party  is  also  responsible  for  performing  work  on  behalf  of  the  JRV  and  for 
works  submitting  monthly  statements  of  costs  covering  that  work.  Staff  time  devoted  to  the 
project,  equipment  and  services  are  charged  out  at  agreed  rates.  Participants  should 
each  be  prepared  to  make  facilities  available  to  the  project.

One  More  Small,  One  More  Step  For  Waste  Minimization 


Sometimes  exchanges  take  along  time  to  accomplish. 
But  one  recent  one  was  a surprise  in  that  it  was  a 
custom  mixed  specialty  chemical  (10  barrels)  that 
appeared  to  have  little  use  to  others.  However, 
between  issues  of  the  bulletin  and  the  update  mailout 
a subscriber  noticed  it  and  the  material  was  taken  up. 
This  movement  saved  about  $3000  in  destructive 
disposal  costs. 


By  the  way  this  one  trade  alone  saved  more  than  the 
$35  subscription/membership  in  the  Alberta  Waste 
Materials  Exchange. 

This  was  just  another  example  of  reported  exchanges 
being  made  through  the  AWME  every  month. 
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Waste  Treatment  and  Characterization  of  Liquid  Effluents  - R&D  Available 


The  Oil  Sands  and  Hydrocarbon  Recovery 
Department  of  the  Alberta  Research  Council  has  a 
number  of  capabilities  in  the  area  of  Effluent 
Treatment,  including  Characterization  and  Separation 
Technologies.
